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Dulles to Join in 
Suez Canal Talks 


Secretary Gets 
Travel Orders 
From President 


Refuses Comment 
On Seriousness of 
Middle East Crisis 
WASHINGTON apt — Secretary 
of State John Foster 
Dulles left 
by plane for London today to join 
British and French leaders in ur­ 
gent 
consultations 
on the Suez 
Canal crisis. 
President Eisenhower dispatch­ 
ed Dulles on the sudden 
trip af­ 
ter a 90-minute White House con­ 
ference 
on the 
Suez 
situation. 
Dulles said he had had “no plan” 
to make the trip before this morn­ 
ing. 
The secretary of state refused 
to say whether he carried any 
special proposal for coping with 
Egypt’s seizure of the canal. 
Deputy Undersecretary of State 
Robert Murphy is already in Lon­ 
don conferring with British and 
French leaders on possible West­ 
ern moves to counter Egypt’s na­ 
tionalization 
of the vital 
water­ 
way. 
Dulles went into conference with 
Mr. Eisenhower IO minutes after 
the 
President 
returned from 
a 
weekend at his Gettysburg, Pa., 
farm. 
After the meeting, the 
White 
House issued this statement: 
“ In view of the importance of 
the 
matters being discussed 
in 
London between Foreign Minis­ 
ters (Selwyn) Lloyd and 
(Chris­ 
tian) Pineau, the President has 
asked Secretary Dulles personally 
to take part in the concluding per­ 
iod 
of their talks, 
in which the 
United States also is represented 
by the Deputy Undersecretary of 
State (Robert Murphy).” 
Lloyd is Britain’s foreign secre­ 
tary and Pineau is French foreign 
minister . 
Dulles 
shrugged off all ques­ 
tions by newsmen as he left the 
White House by a side exit. He 
said only that the meeting was 
concerned 
with the new 
Middle 
East 
situation 
resulting 
from 
Egypt’s nationalization of the vi­ 
tal canal. 
Asked if he felt the crisis was 
serious, 
Dulles 
replied 
that “I 
would rather not comment on it.” 
The President flew to Washing­ 
ton this morning in his light Aero 
Commander plane, after a week­ 
end at his Gettysburg, Pa., farm. 
He landed at Washington National 
Airport at 9:03 a. rn. CST.

The 
British 
Admiralty ordered “certain naval 
moves” in the Suez crisis today. 
Egypt, meanwhile, 
sent diplo­ 
matic notes to all nations today 
promising not to interfere with 
Suez traffic. The notes affirmed 
that Egypt would obey the terms 
of the 1888 Treaty of Constantin­ 
ople, which declared that all ships 
—including warships—are entitled 
to use the canal in war and peace. 
At the same time, Prime Min­ 
ister Sir Anthony Eden cancelled 
plans to start his summer vaca­ 
tion this Friday and called in Sir 
Gerald Tempter, chief of the Im­ 
perial General Staff. 
In 
a 
one-sentence 
announce­ 
ment, the Admiralty gave no in­ 
dication of what moves were or­ 
dered. 
A spokesman told United 
Press only that the moves were 
connected with the Middle East. 
Diplomats believed the 
moves 
involved 
a 
buildup 
of 
British 
naval strength in the Suez end of 
the Mediterranean Sea. 
Shortly 
before 
the Admiralty 
announcement, however, the of­ 
ficial 
Foreign Office 
spokesman 
made it plain that Britain was 
contemplating no action against 
three Egyptian destroyers now in 
British ports—two at Portsmouth 
and one at Malta. 
He said there were no plans to 
“frustrate the movement” of the 
vessels, 
which Britain 
sold 
to 
Egypt last year.

He also said he was sentenced 
to a two-year prison term in Mis­ 
souri for drunken driving.

2,471 Acres of 
Saline County 
Corn in Soil Bank 


A total of 2,471.3 acres of Saline 
county land has been placed in the 
corn acreage reserve of the govern­ 
ment’s soil bank program accord­ 
ing to agreements turned in to the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
i servation county office at the city 
I hall. 
The ASG office reported that 229 
agreements were signed by Saline 
county farmers, who agreed to set 
aside the 2,471.3 acres from their 
corn planting. 
They will receive 
a total of $90,949.98 for letting the 
acreage lie idle from corn produc­ 
tion. 
The land owners, it was explain­ 
ed, draw their money on the acre­ 
age set back at the normal yield 
rate of each farm, with 93 cents 
per bushel paid on the established 
yield. 
Those wanting to set aside wheat 
.acreage will do so this fall, it was 
stated. Both corn and wheat acre­ 
age reserve agreements are for one- 
year periods. 
Also this fall, conservation acre* 
age agreements can be signed and 
put into effect. 
Under this part 
of the program, the acreage will 
be leased to the government over 
a period of years.

Mrs. Rockefeller said she went 
to Winrock farm Monday because 
she “was desperate” to see her 
son and find out whether he was 
beins* taken care of. 
Dunaway said a “disagreement” 
developed over the question of a 
nurse accompanying the boy. 
He 
said Rockefeller asked the nurse 
accompanying 
young 
Winnie to 
leave the farm shortly after their 
arrival Saturday. 
Rockefeller 
charged 
that the 
woman 
‘was 
not 
a 
qualified 
nurse” as required by the divorce 
terms in which Bobo received a 
much publicized multi-million dol­ 
lar settlement. 
“Shortly after she (Mrs. Rocke- } 
feller) arrived here and while Win­ 
nie was swimming with some other 
children at the house, Mrs. Rocke­ 
feller took him and put him in the 
car and attempted to leave with 
him.” Dunaway said. 
Hawkins said he went to the farm 
Monday night and arrested Mrs.

WASHINGTON (UR) — Some of 
I President Eisenhower’s close White 
House associates hoped and believ­ 
ed today that Disarmament Coun- 


j sellor Harold E. Stassen has left 
the administration team for good. 
Assistant Press Secretary Murray 
Snyder announced at Gettysburg 
Monday that President Eisenhower 
; had given Stassen four weeks leave 
without pay to conduct political 
activity. 
Stassen requested 
the 
leave. 
The 
announcement came 
one 
week after Stassen called on Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon to with­ 
draw his candidacy for renomina­ 
tion. 
Stassen also summoned Mr. 
Eisenhower to consider Nixon s im­ 
pact on the voters and to reconsid­ 
er his willingness to run with him 
again. 
Announcement of the leave came 
a few hours after a 20-minute con­ 
ference with the President which 
had been sought by Stassen. 
“Was your leave a gentle fir­ 
ing?” Stassen was asked. 
“Oh no, the other way ’round,” 
he replied. 
Stassen said he was not now ac­ 
tually outside the official Eisen­ 
hower family, but merely would 
not be drawing a government sal­ 
ary until Aug. 27, four days after 
the Republican National Conven­ 
tion is scheduled to end. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s grant of leave 
to Stassen appeared to be a com­ 
promise action. 
Some administra­ 
tion intimates, among them Attor­ 
ney General Herbert Brownell Jr. 
are understood to have urged Stas- 
sen’s public execution on the White 
House lawn. Others argued against 
direct action, but conceded the 
need for disassociating the cabinet 
circle with an active campaign 
against Nixon. Stassen is a cabinet 


member by invitation, although not 
by precedent 
The White House gang today is 
aflame with suspicion and dislike 
of Stassen. Some of them are con­ 
fident that Mr. Eisenhower will 
find means after Stassen's leave 
at least to ease him away from the 
White House area toward some less 
prominent spot. 
Stassen may, of 
course, return to his desk and the 
payroll on Aug. 27, but the word 
today was that his number is up 
for ultimate action.

Eden's Moscow Trip 


Editorial - By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
It is interesting that Prime Min­ 
ister Sir Anthony Eden decided so 
long in advance to tell Britain he 
and Foreign 
Secretary 
Selwyn 
Lloyd will go to Russia next May 
in response to Soviet invitation. 
The move suggtsia that Sir An­ 
thony feels it prudent to appease 
those political elements within his 
country which put supreme store 
by talks with the Kremlin, whether 
or not they ever accomplish any­ 
thing. 
Members of that political school, 
chiefly Labor party people, actual 
ly seem to find encouragement in 
failure. For they regard the col 
lapse of each set of conversations 
with the Russians as powerful proof 
that a new set is required almost 
immediately. 
It is the old story of reposing 
faith in the alleged magic of per­ 
sonal talks among heads of state. 
Millions seek escape from the bur­ 
dens and complexities of a tens# 
and troubled world. 
What more 
comforting than the thought that 
some pleasant, face-to-face chat­ 
ting could lift their load? 
The realities, 
of course, 
are 
somewhat harsher. 
Few confer­ 
ences since World War II have 
produced any concrete gains at all. 
The most hopeful, the 1955 Ge­ 
neva meeting at the ‘'summit,” 
contributed principally an improv­ 
ed “atmosphere” between Eaat 
and West and a formal recognition 
of a nuclear military stalemate 
which already existed in fact. But 
the more cheerful atmosphere nev­ 
er was translated into specific new 
moves for peace. 
The good will still is flowing, 
and with 
Nikita Khrushchev in 
charge, “flowing” is the word, but 
the Soviet Union has not made 
the slightest sign of moving toward 
a genuine settlement of outstand­ 
ing world issues. 
Naturally, af has been said again 
and again by realistic Western dip­ 
lomats, we must always be recep­ 
tive to overtures from the Krem­ 
lin. 
In the nature of things we 
can never be sure that the Rus­ 
sians will not at some stage de­ 
cide to talk real business. 
On 
that 
basis, 
and 
on 
the 
grounds that first-hand observation 
of the Soviet Union and its leaders 
is always instructive even when 
limited, Sir Anthony would seem 
wholly justified in deciding to visit 
Moscow in 1957.

This amendment would revise 
Section I of Article IX of the State 
Constitution so as to permit the 
General Assembly to classify prop­ 
erty for tax purposes, subject to 
the following restrictions: 
(I) the 
classifications are to be based on 
the nature and characteristics of 
the property and not on the nature, 
characteristics, residence or busi­ 
ness of the owner or the amount or 
number owned; (2) all real estate 
is to constitute one class, except 
that lands used for forestry pur­ 
poses and mineral rights in land 
may each be classified separately; 
and (3) if any class of property is 
taxed by valuation, such tax is to 
be uniform as to the class. 
This amendment would also re­ 
vise and simplify Section 2 of Ar­ 
ticle IX, dealing with the levy of 
miscellaneous types of taxes, but 
would require such taxes to be uni­ 
form as to the same class of sub­ 
jects within the territorial limits 
of the authority levying the tax.
